United Way Giving Helps 


More Agencies This Year

The fall of the year brings about thoughts of many 
things, but one of the most important items of interest to 
citizens of Hush County is the annual United Way drive. 
The drive this year officially opens with the Kick-off 
Dinner tonight at the Elks Lodge. The dinner starts the 
drive which will include solicitation at homes, business 
places, and manufacturing plants, and will undoubtedly 
affect every person or family in Rush County. 
This year, the budget is. like about everything else, up 
from last year’s total of $52,500, and people—all volun­ 
teers—will be around to see you and your family or 
business to help raise the new 1975 goal of $57,000. 
The actually submitted budgets from the participating 
agencies total more than $63,000, but the budget com ­ 
mittee worked hard and tapered the budget to the $57,000 
figure. 
This figure also includes a new agendy in the form of the 
Rush County Counseling Center The Counseling Center is 
known to many here in Rush County for the outstanding 
job they have done since their initial group of interested 
citizens started it about one and a halfyears ago. 
The Counseling Center had been funded privately and 
through fees collected, but the job they offer has grown so 
much that the United Way was contacted and the 
Executive Committee of the UW saw the need to help the 
Center Their initial request for funds was discussed, and 
the Rush County Counseling Center will receive $4,800 of 
the money in the budget, if the total amount needed by the 
participating agencies ($57,000) is raised. 
When your United Way volunteer calls on you, please 
help and give to the Rush County United Way. Remember, 
too. that the United Way is supporting a total of twelve 
agencies this year as opposed to eleven in the years past.

breaking and entering was in 
progress at Christian Chevrolet. 
Because the sheriff’s deputies 
were on an auto accident in­ 
vestigation 
in 
the 
Arlington 
area, an officer and Special 
Police unit went to the body 
shop of Christian Chevrolet, 
where the B & E was reportedly 
taking place. The o ffic e r’s 
report states that when they 
arrived, they found two subjects 
apparently attempting to load 


something into an automobile. 
The officers called for the 
subjects to stop. One of them 
started to run, and stopped 
when an officer fired a shot into 
the a ir. The other subject 
"climbed over the back of the 
front seat and started the engine 
on the car I order him to stop, 
and he started to pull away. I 
fired a shot at the left front tire, 
and the vehicle continued to pull 
away. I then fired three more 
shots,’’ according to the sup­ 
plementary report filed by the 
officer 
The report stated further that 
the vehicle fled the scene with 
the officer in pursuit, while the 
second officer held the other 
subject at the scene

MILAN, Italy (UPI) — A band of masked gunmen 
stormed a Milan bank this morning, took employes and 
customers hostage and threatened to kill them unless 
they received $300,000 and two getaway cars, police said 
Police negotiating with the gunmen by telephone said 
three or four bandits were holed up in the Agenzia del 
Credito C o m m ercial bank in Milan's Piazza Insubria 
with an unknown number of prisoners. 
Police said the gunmen threatened to start killing 
hostages at ll a rn. (8 a rn. EDT) unless authorities 
complied with their terms.

Dissenters Fight 


Guard At Boston 


BOSTON (UPI) — Demonstrators threw rocks and 
bottles at National Guardsmen on the eve of the second 
year of court ordered school desegregation today. 
Some m em bers of a crowd estimated by police at

W ASHINGTON (UPI) - New 
big city w elfare statistics show 
that w hile unemployment w as 
skyrocketing this year to the

World War II, one in every six

In one of the first government 
reports attem pting to show the 
relationships between welfare 
roles and rising joblessness, the 
D epartm ent of Health. E d uca­ 
tion and W elfare said larger

In B altim ore, where the rate

Further Shortages Of 
Newsprint Expected

Cheap newspapers have long 
been a way of life in developed 
countries, but the events of the 
past 
two years 
have 
made 
publishers think seriously about 
their future. During that time 
the 
price 
of 
newsprint 
has 
doubled and may well continue 
to rise. 
With the world consuming 
newsprint at the rate of about 
25 million tons a year, a huge 
burden 
is 
being 
placed 
on 
(crests 
in 
Scandinavia 
and 
Canada to supply 
wood pulp. 
Timber also is in great demand 
tor a growing number of uses 
1 Scandinavian countries have 
realized that the forests, their 
most valuable national assets, 
are in danger of being over- 
exploited They also know that 
to produce low -priced pulp and 
cheap newsprint is uneconomic 
if that timber can be processed 
into higher value goods such as 
fine grades of paper, or sold in 
other finished products. 
Norway. Sweden and Finland 
are working in that direction. 
Meanwhile, 
by 
doubling 
the 
price of their newsprint they 
hope to get a better return on 
the massive sums invested in 
mills. 
But inflation and expensive 
anti pollution 
measures 
have 
been major setbacks for many i 
companies there 
The depres 
sion also has hit 
newsprint 
producers, who have had to cut 
production sharply. 
N ever­ 
theless, they have maintained 
the higher prices and show 
every intention of sticking to 
them 


After the shortages of 1973-4, 
when publishers were prepared 
to pay almost any price to 
assure regular supplies, news­ 
print is again in surplus. Most 
producers 
are 
running 
at 
reduced capacity and stocks in 
North America are at record 
levels. Long-term projections, 
however, indicate that within 
two years newsprint will again 
be in short supply and prices 
may rise sharply again. 
The underlying problem is 
that historic returns on news­ 
print production have been poor 
and 
investment 
consequently 
has been low. A high proportion 
of present world output is from 
old machines which will have to 
be 
phased 
out 
and 
few 
companies are prepared to risk 
investing up to $30 million on 
new mills. 
Scandinavian 
governments 
also have placed restrictions on 
the construction of new mills to 
avoid depleting forest areas. 
Canadian forests still have a 
great deal of untapped poten­ 
tial, but the cost of recovering 
timber from tremote areas is 
becoming 
more 
and 
more 
prohibitive. 
The Food and 
Agriculture 
Organization predicted recently 
that by 1979 there would be a 
substantial world shortage of 
paper. 
F u rth e rm o re , the needs of 
underdeveloped countries and 
the Middle East are expected to 
increase dramatically as oil 
funds are used to step up their 
growth.

Pension Boards R eady 
For Battle O f Sexes

Indiana’s 
two 
biggest 
state 
pension 
boards 
will 
wrestle 
with a sex question in the next 
few weeks. 
The Public Employes Retire­ 
ment Fund board will consider 
at its next meeting, tentatively 
planned in two or thr€*e weeks, 
data that the P E R F executive 
secretary, 
Hayden Shepherd, 
has been collecting about a 
unisex retirement plan equaliz­ 
ing differences in payments to 
women and men. 
The Indiana Teachers Retire­ 
ment Fund board, which meets 
Sept. 24, will hear reports on an 
appeal being made on its behalf 
in a trial court decision holding 
unconstitutional 
the 
IT R F 
board's sex differential pay­ 
ments. The board since July I, 
1972. has paid less per month to 
retired women teachers than to 
men on the grounds women live 
longer. 
Thomas E. Reilly Jr., Car­ 
mel, president of the ITRF', 
said the suit against the board. 
which is to be appealed from 
the Vanderburgh Circuit Court 
to the Indiana Court of Appeals, 
“ may be of national importan 
ce.” 
“ We still feel we did the right 
thing but apparently our timing 
was bad.” he commented of the 
1972 decision to change from a 
unisex basis for determining 
the amount of annuity-pension 
checks to retired educators to 
one based on group annuity 
mortality tables These national 
tables show 
women on 
the 
average live five years longer 
than men 


Assistant 
Attorney General 
Donald Bogard, who represents 
the IT R F , said his brief to the 
state 
court 
appealing 
the 
Vanderburgh 
verdict 
is 
due 
Sept. 20. He said a stay was 
obtained on 
the 
trial 
court 
order to pay retired female 
teachers the difference between 
what they got on the two-sex 
plan and what they would get 
under a unisex plan 


Reilly said that so long as the 
case is being appealed, the 
ITRF’ 
board 
will 
make 
no 
change from its present two-sex 
system. But Shepherd said that 
while 
the 
P E R F 
board 
is 
cognizant’’ 
of 
the 
IT R F 
lawsuit and general equaliza­ 
tion trends nationally, these are 
not 
the 
major 
factors 
for 
considering a change to equal 
payments. 


“ The board wants to do what 
is fair and right and we are in 
the process of investigating and 
determining 
what 
that 
is,” 
Shepherd said 
“ Since 1955 it 
has been in our state law that 
the board may adopt separate 
or single tables for males and 
females. To this date, we have 
used two tables based on the 
national tables showing women 
live longer.” 


Shepherd said the research is 
handicapped by a lack of solid 


facts about two-part systems 
since most states use single 
pension benefits. He said some 
limited statistics accumulated 
from the PF^RF' records indi­ 
cate women government em­ 
ployes live only three years 
longer than their male counter­ 
parts, rather than the national 
five-year gap 
PF^RF' has about an equal 
number of women and men 
retirees while about 70 per cent 
of the retired 
teachers 
are 
women and 30 per cent men. 
However, 
the 
state 
budget 
director. Faison Thuma. said 
that in the short run, regardless 
of which way the two boards 
decide 
to 
go 
on 
the 
sex 
question, the financial impact 
would not be much greater. He 
said 
that 
is 
because 
of 
a 
cushion caused by interest paid 
on the funds but that the long 
range 
impact 
might 
be 
a 
different matter. 


The 
Vanderburgh 
County 
decision 
by 
Judge 
William 
Miller was on a class action, so 
the final outcome would im­ 
mediately concern all Indiana 
women teachers 
An example 
used in the suit was that the 
woman teacher gets $13.38 less 
per month than a man. 


“ Innumerable factors other 
than 
sex,
